It  seems  that  statistics  are  assuming  an  ever  increasing  importance  in  our  daily  lives.  Our  I  fe  in  school 
in  general,  and  our  lives  as  members  of  the  Senior  II  class  in  port^ular,  ,s  no  exception  to  ha  fact. 
With  that  in  mmd,  let  us  follow  the  status  of  the  members  of  the  graduating  class  in  a  statistical  vein. 

Having  been  indoctrinated  with  the  methodology  of  scientific  research  ^^^'ng  these  rnany  semesters 
we  proceeded  to  design  a  questionnaire,  stealing  a  bit  from  Dr.  Kinsey  here  and  a  bit  from  Mr.  koper 
there  Our  approach  took  on  added  zeal  when  the  questionnaires  were  filled  out,  and  v.e  began  to 
look  at  the  class  with  the  eyes  of  a  missionary,  who  suddenly  realizes  that  the  barbaric  tnbes  under 
his  spiritual  care  have  traces  of  civilization.

In  regard  to  the  marital  status  of  the  class,  the  married  rnen  comprise  approximately  50%  of  the 
class  which  leaves-How  did  you  guess  ,t-50%  unmarried  or  singularly  fortunate  individuals.  We 
are  not  quite  sure  of  the  status  of  one  man,  who  noted  next  to  marital  status.  Bachelor  whatever 
that  IS.  Four  percent  of  the  single  men  are  going  steady  and  most  of  the  others  ore  looking  for  wealthy 
girls  whose  fathers  are  optometrists. 

Some  of  our  students  boast  of  families  (who  wouldn't^).  We  could  not  ascertain  their  refractive 
status  but  found  there  ore  ten  boys  and  seven  girls,  one  student  having  three  chi Idren-which  might 
be  considered  a  monopoly,  and  bears  investigation  by  the  Attorney  General.

In  some  situations,  the  class  of  May  1950  was  an  inspired  class.  It  caused  many  gray  hairs  to  in- 
structors with  Its  questions  and  arguments.  We  know  that  many  lasting  friendships  were  mode  and  the 
doctrine  of  professional  conduct  has  established  deep  roots  in  our  classmates. 

We  know  that  we  speak  for  the  entire  class  of  May  1950  when  we  soy  that  each  one  of  us  has 
taken  with  him  something  very  valuable  besides  the  knowledge  and  the  teachings  of  optometry.  We 
hope  that  each  one  of  us  has  learned  just  a  little  bit  more  about  human  behaviour,  brotherhood  and 
all  those  many  intangibles  which,  when  put  together  and  when  put  into  practice,  spell  a  more  worth- 
while peaceful  life  for  all  our  fellow-men.

The  clinical  staff  of  the  Chicago  College  of  Optometry  joins  me  in  wishing  the  graduating  classes 
of  1950  good  luck  and  success  as  you  enter  into  your  chosen  profession. 

As  we  look  back  in  retrospect  over  the  past  year,  the  advancements  and  growth  of  our  eye  clinic 
can  be  directly  attributed  to  the  cooperation  and  support  of  your  classes. 

During  your  senior  year,  the  eye  clinic  moved  to  its  new  and  spacious  quarters  on  Clark  and  Belden 
Avenues.  Through  your  support  and  endorsement,  it  was  possible  to  more  than  double  the  registration 
in  our  out-patient  department.  Clinic  hours  were  revised  and  expanded  to  meet  this  demand  and  thus 
furthered  the  clinical  services  already  given. 

The  visual  training  department  increased  to  such  size  and  proportion  that  it  prompted  the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  college  to  expand  its  existing  accommodations.  Two  new  orthoptics  rooms  are  now 
under  construction  and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  the  second  semester  of  1950. 

For  the  same  reason  the  pathology  department  has  included  in  its  program  a  Tuesday  evening  session 
in  addition  to  its  regularly  scheduled  Friday  morning  clinic.  This  innovation  made  it  possible  for  a 
greater  number  of  students  to  participate  in  the  program  and  provide  more  convenient  hours  for 
patients  to  consult  with  our  visiting  Ophthalmologists. 

Student  clinical  activities,  however,  were  not  confined  to  purely  campus  affairs.  The  Nationa 
College  of  Education  in  Evanston,  Illinois,  requested  and  secured  senior  students  to  aid  in  the  visual 
training  program  at  its  institution.  This  afforded  the  students  an  opportunity  to  study  and  diagnose  the 
visual  problems  in  the  field  of  remedial  reading  and  visual  training  at  the  elementary  school  leveL 

Also,  an  efficient  and  professional  sightscreening  project  was  conducted  at  the  St.  Gregory  and 
St.  Mary  schools.  These  two  surveys  of  parochial  school  children  again  gave  student  clinicians  practical 
experience  in  evaluating  the  visual  efficiency  of  students  at  the  high  school  level.  Results  of  this  study 
will  be  published  shortly  by  the  members  of  the  clinical  staff. 

It  is  through  such  united  and  cooperative  efforts  of  these  graduating  classes  that  the  Chicago  College 
of  Optometry  Eye  Clinic  enjoys  the  distinction  of  being  one  of  the  forerunners  in  professional  opto- 
metric  advancement.

As  the 
clock  read  one  minute  to  play,  the  score  was  knotted  at  43-43, 
and  a  free-throw  by  Tex  joyroe  gave  the  Eyemen  the  deciding 
edge.

Keeping  the  home  contest  slate  clean,  C.C.O.  s  impressive 
win  over  the  southside  aggregation  of  NICO  gave  them  a 
two  to  one  edge  in  the  games  that  these  teams  have  played 
in,  together. 

Down  two  points  at  the  half  time,  CCO  bosketeers  come 
on  hard  in  the  second  half,  led  by  the  fine  offensive-defensive 
combination  of  Ennis  and  Irwin.  Ennis  led  all  scores  of  the 
evening  with  18  markers,  while  hiarris  of  the  NICO  Maroons 
parted  the  hoop  for  13  points.

The  local  five  of  CCO  hod  little  dificulty  in  decisively 
defeating  an  inexperienced  Illinois  Tech  quintet. 

The  Techmen  scored  first  on  a  pretty  two-honder  from  thirty 
feet  out  by  Dale  Hall.  Scoring  went  slowly  from  this  point  on 
and  as  the  first  quarter  drew  to  a  close  Ennis  put  the  Blue  and 
the  Gold  ahead  by  netting  two  charity  throws. 

Making  up  for  a  slow  first  half  which  gave  them  only  a  17- 
14  lead,  the  home  team  began  to  heat  the  courts  with  a  much 
improved  display  of  Shooting.  Coach  Stockdale  emptied  the 
bench  as  the  outcome  of  the  game  became  apparent.  In  spite 
of  this  courteous  measure,  the  score  continued  to  mount  to  a 
final  54-37. 

Ennis  again  led  all  scorers  with  21  points,  on  seven  baskets, 
and  as  many  free  throws.

Accepting  their  only  home  court  defeat  of  the  season,  some 
of  the  bosketeers  and  fans  suffered  from  a  deflated  ego.

The  closest  that  the  Marines  could  press  in  their  second  half 
bid  was  33-26  at  the  eight  minute  mark  of  the  stanza.  Then 
the  ceo  quintet  countered  with  their  own  scoring  display 
to  go  on  to  win  handily. 

Buchanan  easily  carried  off  the  scoring  honors  of  the  even- 
ing with  22  markers.
